Zenopbon de rebus Perficis fays, The Ungrateful 
are neither fit. to ferve the Gods, their Country nor 
their Friends What fuch a Perfons defere is, I'll 
forbear to limit, for fear I fhou’d be unjuft, and fpeak 
too favourably of him and his Crime, which is the 
Abridgment of all Bafenefs but if he be a Perfon 
of any fenfe, he may poflibly be /bam'd out of it, as an 
ill Man was, that was concero’d in the following In- 
flance A mean Man preferr’d by one of Quality, 
came intime to fucha Place as fer him above his Bene- 
factor, and then he made ufe of his Power to throw 
him down who had raifed him uv the Gentleman fent 
him a Pi@ure, in which the Sus was Eclips’d by the 
Moon, with this word upon it’ — Totum adimit quo nigra- 
ta refulget — it ingratefully puts out that light by which 
it fhines. 

_ Queft. 2. Why a dead corps foould bleed when toucht by 
ats Murtherer?

Teftimonies. Phyficians tell us, that Blood Congeals in 
the Veins prefently after Death, and afterwards in two 
or three days becomes liquid again, as its tendency co 
Corruption— fome attributes it to the fenfe wherewith 
all things are endu’d, and which ftill remains in chefe 
dead Bodies, fo that having a fenfe of their Murtherers, 
and perceiving them near at hand, they fuffer two very 
different Motions, Trembling and Anger, which caufefiich 
a Commotion of Blood, that it flows forch from the 
Wound: And feveral other Opinions we have about ir, 
but all of "em inconfiftent with Reafon; for either there 
is a Natural Caufe of this, or there is not ; if there’s none, 
the Difpute is ar an end, and we muft refer it co a parti- 
cular Providenceof God Almighty, in difcovering Mar- 
thers by this way; but if ic be bya Natural Caunfe, it 
muft be either Sympathetick or Antipathetichy if by Sym- 
pathy, ic follows from their way of arguing, that one 
kill’d by a Bullet at a diftance (che murther'd not know- 
ing who it was) can have no emotion of the Spirits 
when the Murtherer is by, and the Animal Spirits can- 
not be more fexfible and knowing when the Man is dead 
than when he ts alive; as alfo, if the Perfon murthered 
were kill’d in his Wife’s Arms, and his Relations defend- 
ing him, here his Relations {hould bleed (mot he) at the 
fight of the Murtherer. If it be fuppofed to be effected by 
Antipathy, then ic would concenter all the dead Perfons 
Blood, and make it retire ro the Heart inftead of bleed- 
ing ; fo that we conclude fuch Inftances are meerly provi- 
dential, and the immediate Effedts of God’s Fuftice, when 
they really happen. 

Queft. 3. How an Orphan may get bis Money out of the 
Chamber of London, and when? 

Anfw. There are great Heads about this already who 
aré troubled with no other nip vet this, as well as the 
greater Concern of all Exrope depends upon the Iflue of 
tlie War; when that’s at an end, Propofe the Queftion 
and every body will Anfwer Ir.

Aifw. Our eft Auchority is too weak for our own 
Faith, tho’ if che World can believe Mandeville in his 
Difcovery, they may, bur it looks to be a fort of ftrange 
Figure for a Rational Soul, perhaps Phyficians willfay 
not only firange but impoffidle.

To be more plain, Reafon in 
this fence, is che drawing true Conclafions from trae Pre- 
mifts; nay, fo excellent an Artis ic, that it excraéts na- 
rural azet andeniable Trath from the moft notorious Fa//- 
byeds, by reducing the Adverfary to an abfurdity, by 
compa: ifons and oppofitions, familiar to thofe who are ac- 
quainted with this Noble Arr.
